Dainty gifts covered in cretonne are 
certain to find) a welwime in any 
household, and such a variety of 
things can be made that you will have 
no difficulty tn filling a want of each 
one whom you wish to remember on 
Christmas day 

The unique pair of book ende in 
Fig. | are made of sirup cans The 
Secret of making satisfactory book 
ends is to properly weight them so 
they will not upset, and the book 


ends illustrated are weighted by fili- 
ing the cans with sand. 

Cretonne with small patterns is the 
most desirable for small articles, and 
patterns with dark backgrounds are 
preferable for articles such as the 
book ends, which are likely to soil 
through much handling. Sew a piece 
of cretonrre around the sides of each 
can, then by means of a gathering 
string gather the cloth as indicated in 

Sew a fancy button, or a cre 


top rim to provide a means of fasten 
ing the top edge of the cretonne. The 
holes can be perforated by means of a 
nail and, hammer. Gather the cre 
tonne on the bottom, and turn the top 
edge ovef the rim and sew through 
the perforations in the rim. 

Make a hanger for the twine holder 
out of cretonne or ribbon. 

The hanging workbox in Fig. 4 re 
quires a square cardboard box. Re. 
move two adjacent sides of both the 
box and cover (Fig. 5), then stitch 
(Fig. 6).

cretonne may either be stitched ove 
the open edges of the box, or be glued 
to the cardboard) Sew a doubled strip 
of cretonne, or a ribbon, to the open 
corners for a banger

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U.S. May Purchase ‘ 
British Airship 


Two and a Half Million Dollars 
Appropriated By Congress 
for Purchase 

An early closing of the contract for 
the purchase by the navy department 
of the British rigid airship R38, the 
largest airship in the world, now un- 
der construction in England, is ex- 
pected, it was stated at Washington. 

Two and a half million dollars 
were appropriated by congress for 
the purchase of this airship. 

“The success,” said the statement, 
“of the British in building and oper- 
ating rigid airships is proved by the 
trip of the R34 to the United States 
and its return to England. While 
the Germans had many years’ start of 
the British, the latter have made 
wonderful progress in the last few 
years, 

“The R38 to outward appearances 
will look like the R34, but her dim- 
ensions, horse-power, speed and rad- 
ius of action will be much greater. 
When full of gas, she will have a 
2,724,000 cubic foot capacity, which is 
fifteen times that of the C5, the Uni- 
ted States naval dirigible blown to 
sea and lost last spring at New- 
foundland on the eve of an attempt 
to cross the Atlantic. 

“The R38 is 694 fect in length, 86 
feet in diameter, 93 feet six inches 
high, and carries a useful load of 45 
tons. She is expected to have a 
maximum speed of sixty -knots, 

“The British air ministry has offer- 
ed to train personnel for the R38, 
that upon delivery the airship can be 
taken over immediately by a United 
States crew._and flown to the U.S.’

Dominions Take - 
; New Status 


Manchester Guardian Talks of Revo- 
lution in Unwritten Constitu- 
tion of Empire. 


The Manchester Guardian in dis- 
cussing the revolution which has ta- 
ken place in the unwritten constitu- 
tion of the British Empire, calls at- 
tention to the fact that the dominions 
are individual nations under the peace 
treaty and have separate votes in the 
League of Nations’ council. This 
point, it says, is better realized in 
Aimerica than in Great Britain, as is 
shown in one of the proposed league 
reservations in the American senate 
that on any issue in which the Brit- 
ish Empire, or any dominion, is in- 
volved, the British Empire suffrage 
be restricted to one vote. 

The Guardian thinks this proposal 
will not. readily find acceptance in 
the dominions and says Sir Robert 
Borden’s recent insistence on the 
tight of the Canadian parliament to 
debate the ratification of the peace 
treaty is symptomatic of the in- 
creasing determination’ of the domin- 
ions to assert individuality, If the 
league is not to meet with embar- 
rassments it is essential that the new 
status of the dominions be fully con- 
sidered and regularized, the Guard- 
ian concludes. ‘

Churchill Informs British House That 
This is Regulation 

London.—In the commons, in re- 
ply to Col. J. C. Wedgwood, who 
asked whether the Germafs in occu- 
pied territories had to take off their 
hats and step off the sidewalks on 
meeting British officers, Rt. Hon, 
Winston Churchill, secretary for war, 
said, amid loud cheers, that when Ger- 
mans addressed British officers they 
were tequired to take off their hats. 
He saw no reason to suppose that the 
practice wotld be discontinued after 
the signing of peace. This was one of 
the military regulations deemed suit- 
able and appropriate to the period of 
occupation. The regulations were 
very much less severe than those 
which the Germans were accustomed 
to impose in occupied territories, 

He believed that our regulations 
would bear comparison with those of 
any of the other great powers during 
the war. He was not prepared to de- 
prive the army of its rights, 

Replying to supplementary  ques- 
tions as regards American practice, 
Mr. Churchill said he was quite con- 
tent to be guided by the officers re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the Brit- 
ish army, which was not likely to be 
unduly severe. (Cheers.)

Remain Autonomous 

Luxembourg. — Secretary of State 
Reuter read in the chamber of depu- 
ties a letter from President Wilson 
inviting a Luxembourg delegation to 
come to Paris.

The Light Tractor 


Special Engineering Short Course at 
Manitoba Dept. of Agricul- 
tural Engi..eering 


“More than 80% of the farm trac- 
tors sold in western Canada during 
the past two ys are light tractors 
of less than 25 horse power,” 
Professor L. J, Smith of the-Mani- 
toba Agricultural College, 

When asked if the light tractor 
would permancntly supplant the 
heavier type he replied; “That will 
depend very, much on the operators,” 
Professor Smith, who has recently 
visited many of the tractor firms in 
the south, did not_wish to discuss the 
relative values of the light high speed 
motor and the heavier horizontal 
type, but said that one fatc could not 
e oyer-emphasized. “These high 
speed motors will require more care- 
ful attention than the low speed en- 
gine. The average motor) will need 
to be thoroughly overhauled twice a 
year. This will require more careful 
adjustment and better mechanical 
skill than has hitherto been demand- 
ed of the tractor operator. 
be very careful in lubricating and 
must never allow loose bearings and 
small adjustments to go without im- 
mediate attention.” 

The department of agricultural en- 
gineering—of which Professor Smith 
is head—will lay great emphasis on 
this phase of the work this year, both 
with the regular students and in the 
special engineering short course, A 
number of high speed, four cylinder 
vertical motors have been’ procured 
and students will be required to 
knock down, assemble,:adjust and op- 
erate the various types. 

Operators who have had experi- 
ence in overhauling automobile  en- 
gines should have little difficulty in 
adjusting the high speed tractor mo- 
tor, but they must never forget that 
the tractor engine gets much harder 
useage than the automobile and 
should therefore be more frequently 
adjusted if we expect it to do satis- 
factory work.

A Carnivorous Plant 


Flowers are Prized for Decorative 


Purposes 


The pitcher plant is one of the 
freaks of plant. life. It grows in 
swampy lands, and is well known in 
Canada. The flowers, touched with 
beautiful, delicate tints, are prized 
for decorative purposes. But the 
wonder of the pitcher plant is its 
leaves. They are green, water-hold- 
ling pitchers, beautifully veined with 
red and purple, with considerable 
variation in form. During rainfalls 
they are filled .with water. This 


largely evaporates, leaving the _ re- 
ceptacle half full. Externally these 
cups are smooth, while internally 


they are lined with. fine bristles 
pointing downward. There is also a 
sticky, sugary sort of semi-fluid sub- 
stance to be found around the inner 
margin of the bowl or pitcher, This 
arrangement not only attracts a large 
number of tiny insects, but they are 
|so eager to feed on the sugary sub 
stance that not a few tumble into the 
water below and-die there, They 
cannot fly out, for the lines of flight 
would be practically vertical, while 
hundreds of little bristles confront-

He discovered 
that the natives in Arctic and sub- 
Arctic Alaska were rapidly losing 
their source of food supply. 

The whales had taken it into their 
heads to swim farther north away 
from the occasional steam launches 
of modern hunters; the walruses and 
seal followed them and disappeared. 
The wild caribou, simple creatures] 
that the Eskimos and Arctic Indians 
had caught easily. had been frighten- 
ed away by the efficient guns of trad- 


rs. 

Besides losing the greater part of 
their food, their clothing supply also 
had stopped,’ because for years the 
Eskimos had traded ivory . walrus 
tusks, sealskin and. whale oil for Si- 
berian reindeer skins. 

The United States had to choose 
between feeding several thousand 
people or letting them starve. The 
latter choice was, of course, impos- 
sible, and the former was impractical 
on account of transportation. 

In 1891, Dr. Jackson suggested to 
congress his plan of importing rein- 
deer from Siberia. There had never 
been reindeer in this country, the Es- 
kimos knew nothing about the ani- 
mals, and congress considered the 
idea out of the question. But a pri- 
vate fund of two thousand dollars 
was raised by people personally in- 
terested in Dr, Jackson’s plan and 
the first herd of sixteen reindeer was 
brought across Behring Strait from 
Siberia and landed in good condition. 

Siberian lierders, and a little later 
the more intelligent and efficient Lap- 
landers, were imported to teach the 
native Eskimos and Indians the whys 
and wherefores of the deer. 

Before 1902, 1,280 deer had been 
imported; at the last government re- 
port in 1914 there were 35,000 gov- 
ernment deer in Alaska, rapidly in- 
creasing. 

When the deer_are two years old 
they are broken in for driving. A 
deer makes an verage speed of from 
eight to twelve miles an hour. But
